♦ Sentraal: (Wyke 8, 9, 10 en lien klein gedeeltesvan wyke 4, 7en 12)

Area-based planning is an initiative that complements the IDP process by 
focusing and zooming in on communities Communities in this sense are 
represented by settlements and wards Because wardsare often demarcated in 
a way that divides areas that in reality represent coherent communities or 
settlements Swartland decided to adopt an approach that in the first place 
focuses on sensible geographical areas simultaneously considering wardsso that 
ward planning is not neglected. To achieve this a number of wards are 
combined foreach area plan to echo the area-based approach in a pragmatic 
way. 

The following five planning areas were identified: 

• North: Moorreesburg, Koringberg and Ruststasie (Wardsl and 2) 

• East; Riebeek West, Riebeek Kasteel and Ongegund (Wards3 and 12) 

• West: Darling and Yzerfontein (Wards5 and 6) 

• South: Abbotsdale, Chatsworth, Riveriandsand Kalbaskraal (Wards 4 and 
7) 

• Central: (WardsB, 9, 10 and 11 and small portions of wards 4, 7 and 12) 

Assuch itisan approach that represents an effort to address integrated planning 
at a sub-municipai /eve/. There are therefore ftve planning areas; each with its 
own Area Plan document Four of the ftve plans represent two watdseach, while 
Malmesbury town represents fourwards 

The importance of the role of wards and ward committees is addressed in the 
second section of each Area Pian. It also contains community inputs and the 
resultsofthe public meetings pertaining to those wards

lA ParUcipation Piocess 2011 

The Municipality together with the ward committees commenced with the 
compilation of area plans covering all 12 wards. From 24 to 27 October 2011 
meetings were held with all 12 ward committees to determine their issues and 
top five priorities. At the meetings the first draft of the area plans was also 
handed out to ward committee members to provide input into the 
document. 

The area plans were finalised at a second series of meetings with ward 
committees (this time extended to include people from the sectors which 
ward committee members represent) between 27 February and 5 March. 

The role of the wards and ward committees is built into the process, as the 
second Section of each area plan presents the ward committee members 
and the planning they have been involved with. It also contains the 
community inputs and the results of the public meetings pertaining to those 
wards. 

1.5 Participation Process 2012 

The draft area plans were completed during J anuaryto March 2013 and 
were submitted to the Mayoral Committee on 20 March 2013 and to the 
Council on 28 March 2013 forconsideration. 

The draftarea planswere made public on 3 and 4 April 2013 and the

2.1 RIVER1ANDSENCHA19AORIH 2.1 IWBUANDSANDCHATSWORIH 

(a) HisiDriese agteigiond (a) Hstorical backgmund 

Riveriands Rivertands 


Gedurende die vroee negentiende eeu het die Amerikaanse Metodiste 
Episkopale Kerk 'n piaas, bekend as Micheal Heyns Kraai, aangeskaf en 'n 
dorp gestig. Kopersvan heinde en ver het erwe hier aangeskaf. Dienste en 
infrastnjktuurwat aan kopersbeloof is, isegternooit geinstalieernie en het tot 
grootskaalse ontevredenheid gelei. 

Die "dorp" Riveriands (soosd it genoem sou word, alhoewel die geregistreerde 
naam Chatsworth was) het as gevolg hiervan nooit tot stand gekom nie. 
'n Gedeeite van die gebied isdeurdie Departement van Natuurbe waring, 
Kaapse Provinsiale Administrasie, van die SA Vervoerdienste gekoop, 
aangesien ditas'n ekologies sensitiewe gebied beskou word. Die Riveriands 
Natuurreservaat isop die area tot stand gebring. 

Tans bestaan daartwee dorpe ongeveerBkm van mekaaraf binne die area 
bekend as Groter Chatsworth. Die dorpe staan bekend as Chatsworth en 
Riveriands met beide die areas wat geklassifiseer word as nedersettings deur 
die Ruimtelike Beplanningskategoriee. 

Chat9AK>t1h 

Chatsworth het sy ontstaan rondom die bestaande kerk wat dateer uit die 
jaar 1900 en 'n skool wat gevolg het in 1906. Die kerk en skool is nog steeds 
die fokuspunt van die dorp. Chatsworth is aanvanklik deur 'n privaat 
ontwikkelaar gekoop wat wee r later erwe aan individue verkoop het. Die 
meerderbeid van die erwe in Chatsworth isdan ook in privaat besit. 


During the eariy nineteenth century the Methodist Episcopoiian Church 
purchased a farm named Micheai Heyns Kraai and estabiished a town. 
Buyers from near and far obtained erven here. Services and infrastructure 
which were promised to buyers were never instaiied and lead to large scale 
of dissatisfaction. 

The "town" Riveriands (as it would have been named, although the 
registered name was Chatsworth) as a result of this, never developed. 
A portion of the area was purchased by the Department of Nature 
Conservation, Cape Provincial Administration, from SA Transport Services 
seeing that it was considered an ecological sensitive area. Riveriands 
Nature reserve was established on thisarea. 

Currently there are two towns approximately Skm’s from each other within 
the area known as Greater Chatmorth. The towns are known as 
Chatsworth and Riveriands both areas are classified as settlements in terms 
of the Spatial Planning Category. 

Chalsvmrth 

Chatsworth originated around the existing church dating back to 1900 with 
a school that followed in 1906. The church and school are still the focus 
point of the town. Chatsworth was initially bought by a private developer 
who at a later stage sold erven to individuals The majority of the erven in 
Chatmorth are privately owned. 


Riveriands het in die vroee 1900's ontstaan rondom die NG Sendingkerken die 
skool, op grond wat deurSpoomet aangekoop is. Riverlandsse naam is bale 
gepas aangesien die dorpie deurkruis word deur ‘n waterloop wat in die 
Swartrivier invioei wat oor dele van die dorp gelee is Die dorp is redelik 
ge'isoleer met beperkte dienste met 'n groot nood in terme van swak 
lewensomstandighede, wat toegeskryf kan word aan 'n hoe bevolkingsgroei, 
werkloosheid en anderarmoede verwante omstandighede. 


Riveriands originated in the eariy 1900's around the DR Missonary Church 
and the school, on the land that was purchased by Spoomet Riveriands' 
name is suitable because the town is bisected by a water course which 
flows into the Swartriver. The town is reasonably isolated with limited services 
and a great need in termsof poor circumstances of living conditions which 
can be attributed to a high population growth, unemployment and other 
poverty related circumstances 
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(b) Ontwikkelingspetspeklief 

Riveriands: Gedunende die laat 1900's het die spoorwee 'n area langs 
Chatsworth bekom om 'n skool en kerk vir die informele inwoners te bou. 
Riveriands het tot stand gekom om te dien as 'n waterpunt vir verbygaande 
treine. Riveriands vomn deel van die Weskus Biosfeer soos dit in 2000 deur 
UNESCO geproklameer isom nie netdie inherente kwaliteit van die Weskus se 
skoonheid te erken nie, maarookdie plaaslike inwoners se lewensbenadeiing. 

Chatsworth: Gedurende die vroee 19de eeu het 'n Ameiikaanse kerk die 
plaas Michiel Heynskraal bekom waama 'n dorp daarop gevestig is. Kopers 
van oral het erwe gekoop, maardie dienste en infra struktuur wat belowe is 
het nooit gerealiseer nie. Gevolglik is die dorp nooit amptelik gestig nie. Die 
naam is geregistreer as Chatsworth alhoewel die gemeenskap dit Riveriands 
wou noem. 

Voorbereidings vir die bou van die Morris Brown Kapel het in 1890 begin op 'n 
gedeelte grond wat deur Mnr Isak Arendse geskenk is. Die kerk het 'n groot 
pilaarvan ondersteuning vir die hele gemeenskap van Chatsworth gevorm. 
In 1906 is'n skool vir stand ends 1-8 by die kerk begin

(b) Development perspective 

Riveriands During the late 1900's the railways obtained an area next to 
Chatsworth to build a school and church for the informal residents 
Riveriands was formed to serve as a water service point for passing trains 
Riveriandsformspartofthe West Coast Biosphere asproclaimed by UNESCO 
in 2000 to acclaim not only the inherent quality of the West Coast's beauty, 
but also the local community'sapproach to life. 

ChalSA/orth: During the eariy 19th century, an American church obtained the 
farm Michiel Heynskraal and subsequently a town was established on it 
Buyersfrom all over purchased erven, butthe servicesand infrastructure that 
were promised never realized. Subsequently the town was never officially 
established. The name was registered as Chatsworth although the 
community wanted to call it Riveriands. 

Preparations for the building of the Morris Brown Chapel started in 1890 on a 
portion of land that was donated by Mr Isak Arendse. The church formed a 
great pillar of support for the whole community of Chatsworth. 
In 1906, a school forgradesl-8 was started at the church.

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2.2 KAlfiASKRAAL&ABBOlSDALE 

(a) Historiese agtetgtond 

Kalbasktaal is in 1898 op die plaas Spes Bona gestig as gevolg van 'n 
spoorwegkmising tussen Kaapstad, Darling en Malmesbury. Kalbaskraal is 
'n klein dorpie met 'n ongestruktureerde landelike voorkoms en 'n 
be VO Iking van sowat 100 mense. 

Abbotsdale is gelee suidwes van Malmesbury op die oewers van die 
Dieprivier. Hierdie klein landelike dorpie is ontwikkel op die plaas 
Olyphantsfontein watin 1856 deur Biskop Graygekoop isvirdie oprigting 
van 'n sending van die Kerk van die Provinsie van SA. Die dorpie het sy 
naam te danke aan 'n sekere Mnr Abbot wat met die omnibus van 
Kaapstad geaffilieer was. Tans is daar meer as 2000 inwoners wat 
hoofsaaklikin Malmesbury, Atlantisen die Kaapse Metropool werk. 

(b) Ontwikkelingsperspeklief 

Sedert die afname in die gebruik van spoorvervoer het ekonomiese 
groei begin stagneer met gepaardgaande armoede- en 
werkloosheidsprobleme. Die dorpie, op sigself beskou, het 'n baie lae 
groeipotensiaal en beskik nie oor 'n wesenlike ekonomiese basis nie. 
Weens sy ligging naby aan Durbanville funksioneer dit as 'n 
residensiele/slaapdorp vir die Metropool eerder as vir die Swartland 
area. Baie van die inwoners werk in Kaapstad of Atlantisen pendel op 'n 
daaglikse basis vanaf Kalbaskraal. 

As gevolg van interaksie met die Metropool vaar die ekonomiese sektor 
van die werkende inwoners, vervoer en markpotensiaal van die dorp 
baie goed en plaas dit Kalbaskraal in 'n "medium” ontwikkelingsklas, 
gelys 52ste (alhoewel die kwalitatiewe groeipotensiaal as bale laag 
beskou word). Menslike behoeftevlakke word as "medium" beskou (76ste 
gelys) wat op wydverspreide armoede in die dorp dui en grootskaalse 
sosiale kapitaalinvestering word aanbeveel. 


2.2 KALBASKRAAL &ABBOTSDALE 

(a) HisbDrical backgiound 

Kalbaskraal was established in 1898 on the fa nn Spes Bona as a result of a 
railway crossing between Cape Town, Darling and Malmesbury. 
Kalbaskraal is a small village with an unstructured, rural appearance and 
a population of about 100 people. 

Abbotsdale islocated south-west of Malmesbury on the banksofthe Diep 
River. This small residential rural town was developed on the farm 
Olyphantsfontein which was bought in 1856 by Bishop Gray for the 
purpose of erecting a mission for the Church of the Province of SA. The 
town owes its name to a certain Mr Abbot who was affiliated to the 
omnibus of Cape Town. Currently there are more than 2000 inhabitants 
who find their employment mainly in Malmesbury, Atlantis and the Cape 
Metropole. 

(b) Development perspective 

Since the reduction of rail transport, economic development has 
stagnated in the settlement, with consequent unemployment and 
poverty problems. The town has virtually no intrinsic economic base and 
very little growth potential on Its own merit. Because of its location close 
to Durbanville, it functions as a residential/ dormitory town for the 
Metropole rather than for the Swartland region. Many of the residents 
work in Cape Town or Atlantis and commute on a dally basis from 
Kalbaskraal. 

Because of its Metropolitan interaction the economic sector of the 
working residents, transport and market potential of the town performs 
very well, and puts Kalbaskraal in a "medium" development class, 
ranked 52nd (although the qualitative growth potential is perceived to 
be very low). Human needs levels are registered as "medium" (ranked 
76th) indicating widespread poverty in the settlement and major social 
capital investment is recommended.

A public perception survey was done under the guidance of Professor De Wet Schutte from UniSearch Research Consultants during October and 
November 2013. The process started on 9 October 2013 when 15 municipal officials were trained by Prof Schutte to act as facilitators. This was followed 
by a demonstration focusgtoup se^on with councillorsthat was facilitated by Prof Schutte. The purpose ofthissession waste introduce the methodology 
to councillors and to serve asa learning experience forthe 15 officials. 

The municipal area was then divided into 10 target areas Focus group interviews were conducted in these areas with members of the community. This 
survey was intentionally not aimed at community leaders but at ordinary men and women in the community - people whose opinionsare seldom heard. 
Focusgroup sesaonswere held with the following groupsin each of the 10 target areas 

• Men 18- 35 years 

• Women 18 - 35 years 

• Men 36yearsand older 

• Women 36 years and older 

In a few caseswhere circumstancesdictated otherwise, genderand age groupswere combined. 

Data-collection wascompleted between 14 October and 7 November2013. Facilitators had face-to-face contact with 173 persons from all levels of the 
community. If this figure is multiplied according to the group dynamic principle where each person represents an average of five other individuals' 
opinions it can be stated thatthe survey represents a total of approximately 865 opinionsfrom the different communitiesin Swartland. 

Two indexes were used. The Priority orP-Index determines the priority of the i^es mentioned in the focus group se^ons by participants It measures two 
things on a scale of 1 to 11: the importance of the issues and the level of satiffaction with the issues. The priority is determined by subtracting the 
satisfaction rating from the importance rating. An issue which isregarded as important by the participants but where the level of satitaction with the issue 
isalso high, will therefore have a lower priority than an issue with the same importance but a lower level of satitaction 


hSgh importance, low level ofsatis^ction: Priority trigh 
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The Community or C -Index is a graphic representation of the level of satisfaction of the respondentswith the basic buiiding biocksofa heaithy community. 
These are sheiter/housing, heaith care, sanitation, water, food, energy/eiectricity, income/accessto income, education, recreation, environment, teiigion, 
weifare, transport and safety. The items were measured on a scale of 1 to 11 in terms of satisfaction level only and the result was presented as a 
c 0 mmunity profile. 

The Community orC-Index also measured the cohesion or bonding within a community. Participants were asked to rate the foliowing three questionson a 
scale ofl to 11: 

• To what extent do you considerthis community to be yourhome? 

• How close or distant do you feel to your friends In this community? 

• To what extent can you rely on the rest of your community to come to your aid if you wouid have a probiem? 

The information of the C-Index is essentiai for any sustainabie development initiatives It serves as a point of departure from which the impact of any 
change in the community's service deiivery and/or any intervention programmesin the community can be monitored. 

The validity and reiiabiiity of insights obtained during the exercise should not be underestimated. The reality is that the survey provided the Municipaiity 
with great detaii about the real needs of the different communities in Swartland.
